Seventeen Arrests for Drunk- 
enness Yesterday. 


Very Few Saloon-Keepers Openly 
Defy the Law. 
* 


Thirty-Hight of Them Arrested for 
Selling Liquor and Beer. 


Judge Noonan Makes Himself Useful and 
Releases All the Saloon-Keepers on Bail 
—An Exciting Scene at the Four Courts 
at Midnight—Vice-President Blair Says 
Sergt. Lang Should Have Arrested Judge 
Noonan—Warrants Swern Out Against 
the Offenders—The Schnaider Test Case 
to be Tried on Wednesday—General Sat- 
isfaction With the Enforcement of the 
Law. 


The inauguration of the Sunday closing law 
yesterday was attended with a success that 
was gratifying td the authorities and the advo- 
cates of the measure. The resistance to its man- 
dates but was slight and even where tried was 
futile. There was apparent a general determinua- 
tion to yield to the command of the authorities. 
There was, of course; an element by no means 
small that regarded the law in its operation as 
tyrannical, and at contrast with American 
theories of government, and a forcibie ex- 
pression of that sentiment could be obtained 
with little difficulty in all localities. Judging, 
however, by results, there was what the ad- 
vocates of the measure could truthfully point 
toasabenefit. The day was the most quiet 
one in police records known for years. Fewer 
arrests for disorderly conduct and drunken- 
ness were made and the city at large was un- 
usually quiet. 


THE OPPOSITION. 

There were two notable cases of resistance 
to the law during the day; each remarkable 
for its individual features. The brewers of the 
city who, of course, are more than indirectly 
interested in the business of the saloons, and 
are looked to by a majority of the saloon- 
keepers for representative action, met at 
Schnaider’s Garden to lay the basis of a 
test case to try the ay of the law. 
There were present, beside Jose — 
the proprietor of the Garden, en, W. 
Lemp, Julius nn H. Stifel, . 
Grone, B. Griese PF. Sausenthaler, C. M. 
Forster, Chas. Wester, A. Thomann, Chas. 
Ehlermann and others. The gentiemen had 
gathered early, and systematically assisted in 
breaking the law. At 10:45 Sergeant Ryan and 
Officer McKinney appeared at the Garden and 
placed Mr. Schnmaider under arrest. He was 
taken to the Four Courts, where he 
gave an appearance bond in the sum of #200 
signed b oe Sausenthaler who accompanied 
him.

telephone. Holding the proprietor responsi- 
ble for the work of the machine officers 
Farrell and Taylor arrested Thieb and con- 
veyed him to the station. The manifestations 
continuing, an ax was brought and the cabinet 
broken into. On the inside were found John H. 
Hicks and George Horn, bartenders for Thieb; 
also two kegs of beer and several whisky bot- 
tles. These two men were put under arrest. 
Thieb threatens to prosecute the officers for 
the destruction of his property. The three 
offenders were released on bond. 

Mr. Charles F. Zeuch, proprietor of the 
Jumbo saloon at Third and Spruce streets, was 
an exponent of the theory that perseverance 
conquers all things. © was arrested five 
times during the day for selling beer to a 
crowd that packed his saloon and the side- 
walk in front. On each occasion except the 
last Mr. Louis Obert of the Arsenal Brewery 
went on the bonds of Zeuch and 
his assistants, whose names were 
Schwanfort, Charles Lan Frank Woods, 
Frank Martin, Mike Churchill and Hugh Clark. 
rhe five last named mon were of other trades 
and were temporarily assisting the irrepressi- 
ble saloonist. 

Adolph Spoeri of 728 South Second street at- 
tempted to follow the tactics of Mr. Zeuch, 
but after being arrested the second time, to- 
gether with his barkeeper, Tony Pestalozzi, he 
abandoned the crusade.

The case, indeed, has a 
most ugly look from 4 political point of view, 
while at the same time, in its legal aspect, it 
stamps with authority the practice of dueling 
as a custom which shall prevail side by side 
with the law which forbids it. One journal, 
alluding to the extinction of this practice in 
England, by the combined efforts of the late 
Prince Consort and of the Duke of Wellington, 
remarks that the efliciency and honor o 
English officers don’t seem to have deterio 
rated since the abolition of dueling. But in 
Germany those in authority seem to be of an- 
other way of thinking.

A Pen Picture of the Aged Spouse of Ger- 
many’s Ruler. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Loypon, June 27.—London Society draws the 
following picture of the aged Empress Au- 
gusta of Germany: ‘‘Sheis 4 years younger 
than her husband, and still she continues as- 
siduocusiy to repair, by the aid of 
art, the ravages of time. Imagine a face 
wrinkled and pinched, topped by an 
enormous black wig; sunken cheeks, glowing

A GREAT BLAZE, 


Destruction of the Chicago Packing and 
Provision Company’s Establishment. 


CHICAEO, June 27.—A fire broke out yester- 
day morning in the tank-room of the Ohicago 
Packing and Provision Company at the stock 
yards. One of the tanks exploded and the 
flames spread rapidly, destroying the im- 
mense establishment, The plant was yalued 
at $300,000 andthe stock at $700,000. Nearly 
2,000 hands are thrown out of employment. 
Several firemen were injured by falling walls. 
Michael Murphy died last night from the ef- 
fects of his injuries. The department suc- 
ceedéd in confining the fire to the establish- 
ment of the Chicago Company, which covered 
six dcres. One warehouse containing 17,000 
barrels of mess pork belonging to Armour & 
Co. was destroyed, and 70 hogs were 
burned alivs in another building. 

The property was located between Fortieth 
street, Center avenue, Forty-second street 
and the railroad track, There was no wind 
blowing when the fire started, or the entire 
stock yards would probably bave been 
stroyed. FP. D. Armour was present and 
superintended the removal of the. meat. It is 
said that all the losses are cov by insar- 
ance. The cause ofthe fire is yet a mystery.

: TREASURY SYRUP. 

Qn Saturday the Treasury Department 
came to the relief of the financial inter- 
ests of the oountry after the good old 
fashion by anticipating the payment of 
the July interest on the bonds. This is 
Wall street’s Soothing Syrup, a panacea 
handed down from the period of Black 
Fridays and panics, and a single dose of it 
is supposed to have the aperient efficacy 
of castor oil in averting stringency and 
restoring a healthier tone to the financial 
stomachs of the Wall street gamblers. 

Perhaps this cure is a good one, perhaps 
it is not. Perhaps there was no prospect 
of a stringency, and perhaps if there had 
been Wall street would have cured itself. 
It is even surmisable that perhaps the 
loosening of the Treasury purse-strings to 
help gamblers and speculators avoid the 
harsh results of mistaken ventures, may 
be not like pouring oil on the troubled 
waters but rather like pouring oil ona 
sputtering fire. 

No matter what may be the true decision 
of these vexed questions, it is impossible 
not to be struck by the contrast between 
the readiness with which the Treasury De- 
partment rushes to the relief of Wall 
street and its slowness in coming to the 
relief of the country. If the alleged strin- 
gency which has moved the compassion 
of the Treasury is not wholly mythical and 
imaginary, it is a stringency which affects 
only people who have bought stocks that 
they cannot pay for or who have sold 
stocks they do not own, or banks 
which have loaned too generously on 
speculative collateral. When these worth- 
less and baneful interests are hurt their 
cry for help finds a ready response from 
Washington, but day after day the Ad- 
ministration has looked on unmoved by the 
spectacle of a daily increasing accumula- 
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tion of the people's money in the Treasury | 


vaults and has not even recognized the sug- 
gestion that this accumulation was a proof 
of excessive taxation, a proof that hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars were being 
taken from the pockets of the people, 
where the money belongs, merely to be 
kept in the Government vaults, where it 
does not belong. 

The country was familiar with this the- 
ory and practice of Treasury management 
during Republican days, but even then 
the surplus of taxation was available for 
the reduction ofthe debt. It should puz- 
zie all good Democrats to discover the im- 
provement which has come with the ac- 
cession of Democracy to power when a 
Democratic Administration continues to 
pile up asurplus which is not available 
for debt reduction, and can find no use for 
its hoards except to help Wall street avoid 
the penalty of ite blundersin stock gam-

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Tun New York Supreme Court has re- 
versed the lower court decision which 
held that hotels were not licensed to sell 
liquor on Sunday and could be punished 
as violators of the Sunday law for supply- 
ing their guests with liquors at meals. 
The Judges of the Supreme Court unani- 
mously hold that hotel-keepers are not 
specially enjoined from serving wine at 
meals as part of the entertainments which 
they are licensed to give on Sunday as on 
other days, and one of the Judges in his 
opinion says thatif it had been the in- 
tention of the Legislature to prevent them 
from doing so, they would not have been 
permitted to do so unpunished for thirty 
years before anybody discovered that 
they were violating the law.

The Supreme Oourt draws a 
distinction between supplying liquors 
to guests at meals and selling drinks 
to the public generally on Sundays as on 
other days, and holds that the intent was 
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forcement in New York, and will do the 
same here if similar laws receive a sim- 
flar construction in our courts. If all 
restaurant and boarding-house keepers 
can serve beer and wine under a beer and 
wine license on Sundays as well as on 
other days, the Sunday-closing orders of 
the Police Board will have to be narrowed 
considerably. 


A CONTRADICTION is published to-day of 
the harrowing story sent out from Wash- 
ington yesterday about the terrible results 
of the recent examination for promotion 
in the Adjutant General’s office.

Out of 
thirty-seven clerks examined only three 
failed. Only one woman was examined 
and she went through with fiying colors. 
The falsehood was part of the familiar 
tactics of the opponents of civil service 
reform. But even it it had been true it 
could not have helped them. The people 
of this country are not ready to accept 
the proposition that they must arrange 
the Government service for the purpose 
of supporting large families and saving 
ladies from fainting fits.

Less Food Needed in Summer. 


From the Philadelphia Ledger. 

Growth and waste and repair go on ina 
nearly uniform way the whole year through, 
but the amount of food necessary for these 
operations or purposes is surprisingly small. 
The generation of bodily heat requires a more 
variable quantity pf food. In winter, with 
the temperature Of the external air at sero, 
the temperature of the blood in healthy per- 
sons is 98.8 degs., and when the heats of 
summer drive the mercury of the ther- 
mometer near to or above that mark, the 
blood still registers 98.3 degs. The marvelous 
mechanism by which this uniform blood tem- 
perature is maintained at all seasons it is 
not necessary to consider, but it must be evi- 
dent to every one that the force needed to 
raise the temperature of the whole body to 
nearly 100 deg. in winter is no longer needed 
in summer. The total amount of food needed 
for repair, for growth, and for heating, physi- 
ology teaches us, is much less than is gen- 
érally imagined, and it impresses us with the 
truth of the great surgeon Abernethy’s saying, 
that ‘‘one-fourth of what we eat keeps us, 
the other three-fourths we keep at the peril of 
our lives. In winter we burn up the surplus 
food with a limited amount of extra éxertion. 
In summer we get rid of it literally at some 
extra risk to health and, of course, to life. 
We cannot burn it. Our vital furnaces are 
banked, and we worry the most important 
working organs With the extra exertion of re- 
moving what had better never have been 
taken into the stomach. 


Misplaced 2

Speaking of the young Napoleon of Finance, 
Mr. E. L. Harper, who wrecked the Fidelity 
Bank of Oineinnati, the Commercial Gazette 
says that after a desperate struggle, not lack - 
ing displays of remarkable capacity in affairs, 
he has been beaten and is down.’’

The World’s Coinage. 
From the New York Times. 

The report of the Deputy Master of the British 
mint contains a statement of the coinage of 
gold and silver for 1886 at the chief mints of 
the world. By this it appears thas the total 
net amount of new coinage added to the exist- 
ing cireulation in that year was, in gold, $80, - 
661,020, and in silver, $126,820,880. Of this lat 
ter amount nearly $3,000,000 was coined in 
India, $80,000,000 in this country and $27,000,000 
in Mexico, The Indian coinage is about 80 per 
cent greater than for the preceding year. The 
total net increase of coined gold, according to 
the estimate of the Economist of London, was 
about 2% per cent; the increase of the coined 
silver was about 4% per cent. This is on the 
basis of a present estimated amount of coined 
gold of 8, 200, 000, 00 and of silver of $2,800, - 
000,000, or, in all, $5,000,000,000 of coin. 


Head Tax on Immigrants.

The proposed tax of $1,000 per head on emi- 
grants to this country illustrates the changes 
in opthion that time brings about. Fifteen 
years ago, when the subject of emigration was 
being discussed in the Massachusetts Legisla- 
ture with a view to the alteration of the head 
money laws of the port of Boston, one thing 
that was stated in the debate was conceded by 
all sides. It was that every able-bodied for- 
eigner who came to this country was actually 
worth a money value of N, 000 to it. And now 
there are those who seek to put a prohibition 
only upon all who cannot pay $1,000 for being 
permitted to add this increment to the capital 
of the country.

Curcago, I., June 27.—The Inter Ocean this 
morning says; It is rare, indeed, after some 
important stake has been run and won that 
the owners are all satisfied that their entry 
was beaten by a better colt and the American 
Derby, won by C. H. Todd Saturday, is no ex- 
ception to the general rude.

A REVOLUTION IN DISTRICT 49 DEPOSES 
THE FAMOUS HOME CLUB. 


An Exciting Meeting of the New York Dis- 
trict Assembly, Knights of Labor— Master 
Workman Quinn Shorn of His Arbitrary 

 Power—George W. Dunne and His 

Friends Victorious Over the Home 
Clique. 

By Telegraph to the Posr-Dreraron. : 

New Tonk, June 27.—There was a revolu- 
tion in District 49, Knights of Labor, in this 
city yesterday, and Master-Workman Quinn 
was shorn of bis almost arbitrary power. The 
Board of Arbitration and Strikes was abol- 
ished, and the Executive Board was elected to 
control the affairs of the District. The revo- 
lution means that the Home Club, so well 
known throughout the order as the dominant 
power of 49, has lost its influence and author- 
ity, and its mame will hereafter be known 
only, it is said, to denote peculiar methods 
of obtaining and holding office. As narrated in 
the Post- DISPATCH last week,Master- Workman 
Quinn déposed Geo. W. Dunne from the 
chairmanship of the Board of Arbitration and 
Strikes and refused to give any explanation 
of his reason therefor. This action so excited 
the members of the district that they deter- 
mined on having justice done. Dunne se- 
cured the floor Monday and made a fierce as- 
sault on the management of affairs by the 
officers, nearly allof whom owed allegiance 
to the club. He said the reason of his 
deposal was on personal grounds, which 
he would explain. The Home Club 
had become disorganized by disaffec- 
tion and it was resolved by certain 
members of it to reorganize under a different 
name. Those present at the first meeting held 
with this end in view were Victor Drury, T. B. 
McGuire, J. E. Quinn, Edward Kunze, Harry 
K. Taylor, Hugh E. Oarrial, Paul Meyer and 
himself. The organization was called 

„NH CLASS,’’ 

and the members were toform an inner circle. 

They were to go out into the district and each 

form another circle of nine. Their disciples 

were then to form groups of nine 
and 80 on until ramifications of 

The Class would, in time, ex- 

tend throughout the entire order. The 

class would thus be enabled to control not 
only 49, but all districts. At the General As- 
sembly they would vote as a unit, and all 
offices would be held by the members or those 
they favored. This scheme, Dunne contin- 
ued, emanated from the brain of Mr. Drury, 
and was, it is said, to be that of the Interna- 
tional Workingmen’s Association. Dunne, 
however, according to his own story, was not 

made of that king of stuff for such a 

conspiracy and plainly said that he did not like 

the plan. He predicted that they would come 
to grief. Everything, however, seemed 


all serene when Drury, a month ago, went to 
Minneapolis to assist in laying the foundation- 
stone of the Temple, and he patted Dunne on 
the back andtoid him he would bea power 
some day. Drury seemed to change his mind, 
however, when he wentaway from this city, 
for he wrote J. E. Quinn that he would sit in 
The Class“ with Dunne and Kunze, who bad 
also come in forashare of his disapproval by 
his similar course. When Drury returned to 
the city ‘‘The Class“ held a meeting, and the 
majority ruled that thesetwo men must be 
sacrificed to discipline. Paul Meyer and an- 
other objected, however, to this proceeding 
and said that Dunne and Kunze mustnot be 
ousted even to satisfy Drury. 
THIS CAUSED A COMMOTION 
in The Olass, and ata meeting, to which 
H. G. Taylor, the right-hand man of the gen- 
eral secretary of the order at Philadelphia, 
and T. B. McGuire of the General Executive 
Board were summoned from Philadelphia, it 
was resolved by the chiefs that those who 
dared question their authority must be gotten 
ridof. Dunne was named as the first victim. 
At the same meeting The Class“ also re- 
solved that it was necessary that Drury should 
resign as a delegate to District 49, and T. B. 
McGuire take his place. This plan was carried 
out so far as the substitution of McGuire for 
Drury was concerned, and J. E. Quinn as 
District Master Workman proceeded to carry 
out his part of the bargain by removing Dunne 
from his position as Chairman of the Board of 
Arbitration and Strikes. This concluded 
Dunne’s recital, and the effect of his exposure 
ofthenew Home Club was startiing. Many 
members seemed to desire to — Master. 
Workman Quinn without any further ado, 
but the counsel of the cooler- headed 
prevailed and another and more conservative 
method of depriving the Master Workman 
of his power was taken. was shown that 
the Board of Arbitration and Strikes was act- 
ually the executive body of the District, al- 
though subservient to the Master Workman, 
and that if that Board was abolished, and the 
entire power placed in the hands of an Execu- 
tive Board which should have the authority 
to supervise the acts of the Master Workman 
and to which he should be subordinate, the 
affairs of the district would be better 
managed. 
THIS IDEA WAS EAGERLY SEIZED ON, 

and itwas so ordered. A ballot was then 
taken. The result was a vindication for.G. W. 
Dunne, who was elected chairman of the 
board by a large majority. J. J. McKenna, a 
member of the Ocean Association of Long 
shoremen,who was ‘‘victimized’’ during their 
recent strike, was next elected. J. PF. Archi- 
bald, Master Workman of the Paper Hangers’ 
Assembly, was the third and John P. Purcell, 
a brass- worker, and James Raleigh, aship- 
joiner, and Master Workman of the Manhattan 
Ship- Joiners’ Assembly, completed the board. 
Three of these five men have ied the 
fight against the Home Ulub fora long time, 
and all are now arrayed against it and its 
methods. Their election made it apparent to 
the ‘‘administration,’’ that its power was 

ne, andthe defeat of the club is conclusive. 

is believed that what its members do here- 
after cannot have any effect on the district or 
order. The club is said to have antagonized 
eve other district and labor union in 
this city; it has broken up more than 
one labor organization; where it could 
not rule, it ruined; those whom it could 
not control, it persecuted. Its opponents are 
jubilant, and prophesy a more harmonious 
time between variouslabor associations inthe 
future. The revolution will have a great effect 
on the election two weeks hence, of the dele- 
gate to the general assembly of the order at 

inneapolis in October. 

At Richmond there were sixty-one delegates 
from 49 who were under the orders of the 
leaders ofthe Home Club. The next general 
assembly will see less than half thatnumber of 
independent men.

PROSECUTING A POLITICIAN. 


The Experiences of Anton Rottmann in That 
Undertaking. 


Anton Rottmann, who lives at 820 Wash 
street, makes a statement concerning his ex- 
periences in prosecuting a case in the Second 
District Police Court, which should receive of- 
ficial investigation. His statement of the 
facts has never been put to test on a trial and 
there is no reason for discrediting them. Dur- 
ing a picnic at Hubeg’s Grove on June 5, at 


which Mr. Rottmann,was chairman of the 
Committee on Grounds, a gang of hoodlums 
broke into the grounds towards evening. Une 
of the gang assaulted a German, who was 
knocked senseless. Mr. Rottmann assisted in 
restoring him. A mounted officer who came 
up with Wm. Huber was about to arrest the 
man for whom Mr. Rottmann undertook to in- 
terpret. On declaring the man’s innocence 
Rottmann was assaulted by Huber. The officer 
interfered and saved Rottman from a severe 
beating. When requested to arrest Huber he 
replied that he was a mounted officer and 
could notdo it, advising Rottmann to swear 
out a warrant. When he applied to Assistaut- 
Prosecuting-Attorney Dierkes for a warrant,in 
compliance with this advice, he was told to go 
to a Justice of the Peace. He did as directed. 
After *depositing! © a change of 
was taken by Huber to another 
Justice where a second deposit 
was required and Huber was discharged. 
The case was then taken to the Second District 
Police Court. He relates nis experience there 
as follows: 

„ lodged information against him on June 
15 and deposited the costs. The trial was sot 
for the 2th, but 1 was not wnoti- 
fied, nor was my ‘principal witness. 
The case was dismissed for want of prosecu- 
tion. On learning this to- day I went tothe 
court and saw Mr. Adams, the new Assistant 
City Attorney, and also Mr. Zachritz, the old 
Assistant City Attorney, but got no explana- 
tion. He simply instructed the City Marshal 
to give me back the money 1 had deposited. 
It was my intention to prosecute the case, but 
I got no sutisfaction whatever about the dis- 
position of the case.

AMERICAN SHIPPING. 


Meeting of the American Shipping & In- 
dustrial League at Chicago. 


CHICAdO, Ill., June 27.— Commencing 
Wednesday, June 29, the Lake Shore and Mis- 
sissippi Valley Department of the American 
Shipping & Industrial League will hold a 
convention lasting probably three days in this 
city. The league, which was created last 
year in the South is composed of three 
departments besides the one named—the 
Pacific Coast, the North Atlantic Coast and the 
Gulf Coast. These departments embrace ship- 
ping and industrial interests peculiar to every 
locality in the country. Separate dates have 
been set forthe holding of a convention for 
each department, and on December 8 each of 
these departments will be represented in a 
National Union Convention at Washington, 
D.C. The object of the league is, in the lan- 
guage of a circular letter sent to delegates to 
department conventions, ‘‘to make, unitedly 
and determinediy, an effort to obtain eco- 
nomic and patriotic legislation in behalt of the 
revival of American shipping and the restora- 
tion of our flag upon the seas. A number of 
delegates to the convention have already ar- 
rived. About 300 are expected. They are 
Governors of States, Mayors of cities, promi-
